Local millers were paying .80 cents 


for corn Tuesday but 
were buying 


little.. The farmers are late with their 
husking; with bad weather probable 
at any time now, they do not care to 
contract for their corn as delivery is 
'uncertain. Some farmers are willing 
to sell their corn for .SO cents on their 
own tracts but terminal buyers are 
unwilling to pay that price. A num- 
ber of farmers are holding their crop 
in hope of a better price. 


In an interview with G. C. Musgrove, 


Coshocton County Agriculture Agent, 
Mr. Mrfsgrove stated that the average 
cost to the farmer of corn in the field 
would amount to about 73 cents to 87 
cents, and adding to that the cost of 
labor and transportation in marketing, 
corn sold for $1.00 would be sold at a 
loss. 
Mr. ,Musgrove believes that, altho 


the farmer expected to make nioney 
on his corn this year, he will take his 
loss stoically, realizing that all other 
business must lose 
accordingly, 
in 


these times of 
readjustment. 
Mr. 


Musgrove says that it will place many 
a farmer in a very tight hole this com- 
ing year, as a number of farmers have 
invested in agricultural implements at 
war-prices, feeling that they would 
realize on their investments thru war 
prices on their products. 


"Altho the reduction In the prices 


of farm products will have a tendency 
to slightly decrease the value of farm 
land, I believe that the natural sta-

Too Many Congressmen 


L 


AST \veek the suggestion was made h 'his ' jlumn that con- 


gressmen would better please their c< \sl: lents by offering 


measures to cut down the number of repres-catatives rather than 
the introduction of bills to raise their pay. The proposition to 
raise the pay of representatives and senators to $10,000 a year 
would come in better grace if the membership of the house were 
cut say, 100. 


Now come Senator Calder and Representative Siegel with 


bills which purport to modify the admitted evil of an unwieldy 
house of representatives. Their bills make H population of 220,- 
000 as the basis of congressional representation, but as the 
present basis is 211,000, it is readily seen that with the great in- 
crease in population the country over congress, instead of being 
smaller for the next decade, will show an addition of approxi- 
mately 50 members, or an increase in membership from 435 to 
485. In commenting on these two bills The New York World 
says that the House is already too large and that it would be 
better to reduce the present number by 100, instead of increas- 
ing it 50. Along the same line The World says: 
"To go no further back, the Fiftieth Congress had 325 Rep- 


resentatives, with 152,000 inhabitants to a district. But a House 
that included H. A. Herbert, Crisp and Blount; Hitt, Springer 
and Cannon; Holman and Henderson; Carlisle and Breckin- 
ridge; Reed, Dingley and Long; Burrows and Bland; McKinley 
and Randall, Culbersoii and Roger Mills, compared not un- 
favorably in public estimation with the present body, which is so 
unwieldy as to handicap individualism and delay the public 
business. 


* "If there is justice in the complaint in later years that the 
Senate overshadows the Houcs, the fact is due quite as much to 
the smaller number of Senators as to their longer term. 
The 
average American voter cr.n probably name a large number of 
the ninety-six Senators than he can of the 435 Representatives 
and has alclearer idea of their ability and-their activities. 


"For fifty years all attempts to check the numerical 
growth of the House have come to grief on the prejudice against 
depriving any State of a Representative. In order thus to pla- 
cate the States of slowest growth, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Illinois are to get more Representatives than they 
need. 
It is thus that the House has been pushed from 325 to 


356 in 1893, to 386 in 1901,,to 435 in 1911. It is time to stop 
this absurd process and begin building a smaller and a stronger 
House." 
, 
It may be true that a congressman cannot live decently in 


iWashington jtoday on $7,500 a year. But that is not the point. 
One congressman may be ticar to his constituents and to the 
country at large at $7,~500 to year, while another from the same 
distrfct might be a "find" at $25,000 or even $50,000 a year. 
Increase in pay will not increase the worth of the' individual 
congressman and there are plenty of men now in congress who 
frankly admit that many members are overpaid at the present 
salary. 
^f If we had a house of say, 250 to 300 members, there is no 
doubt but that the standard of membership would automatically 
go up, merely because an opportunity for men of worth to dis- 
tinguish themselves would then be offered that cannot exist un- 
der present conditions. If ten, or even fifteen Ihousancl dollars 
a year will attract men of greater ability then by all means* let 


1 the financial inducement be held out, but first let us do what 
the keenest observers, both in and out of congress, have sug- 
gested these many years past, cut the membership far below its 
present unwieldy size, not for the sake of saving money, but for 
the sake of greater efficiency in the lower house. 


Do that and we do not believe the people will quibble even 


if the pay of congressmen were to be doubled. But any House 
in excess of 300 no matter what the pay ot" the members, will 
be too large to give efficient service. One congressman io every 
350,000 of population would be ample, for at this ratio the 
House would still have approximately 315 members.
